Thousands of Chinese have 
drowned and millions of dollars

The swollen Yangtse has taken 
its heavy toll of life and left 
30,000,000 homeiess, Hankow itself, 
a city of 826,000, was threatened 
with destruction, and there was 
faint hope of saving any of the 
livestock in the flooded area, 

Eighty counties in the north, 
covering an area of 9,000 square 
miles are under three to ten feet 
of water pouring from the Hwat 
Ho river. The summer crop has 
been wiped out, there is no hope 
of winter crop, and engineers say 
the flood conditions will last for 
several months. There is no es 
timate of the loss of life, but it is 
known to be heavy. 

The government at Nanking is 
floating a $16,000,000 bond issue 
for flood relief.

Dear Miss Leeds—I am a high schoo] 
girl, 17 years old, and don't 
stand why I have a sallow complexion 
I go to bed at 10 p.m. and I eat 
healthful foods. I take gymnasium ex- 
ercises daily. I wash my face with 
warm water and soap with a cold rinse 
afterward. Then I apply cold cream 
because my skin is dry. LANKY. 

Answer—Since you sign yourself 
“Lanky” I suppose you are of the 
tall, thin, underweight type. If so, I 
would advise you to bring your weight 
up to the average for your age and 
height. Drinking a quart of milk a 
day will help, Perhaps you do not take 
enough body-building and energy- 
building foods (proteins and car- 
bohydrates) along with your fruit and 
vegetables. Have a substantial break- 
fast, including fruit, cereal, milk or 
cocoa, brown bread and butter and 
an egg. For lunch have milk, 
wiches filled with tomato and lettuce 
deviled egg, peanut butter or chopped 
vegetables, fruit, simple cookies, For 
dinner have soup, meat, potatoes, 
nonstarchy vegetable (ike spinach, 
summer squash, tomatoes, celery, etc.) 
a large fruit or vegetable 
simple dessert.
